OBJECT 

It is an object of this invention to provide an improved scaffolding means for use with 
construction of a building, or at least one that will provide the publie with a useful choice. 

STATEMENT OF INVENTION 

In one aspect of the present invention, there is exists a scaffolding means, said scaffolding 
means adapted to associate with and accompany a material being lifted, such as a concrete 
slab, wherein said scaffolding means courses a platform, said platform adapted to engage 
^th a shaft, said platform adapted to allow a number of persons to stand thereon; said shaft 
therem passing through a guiding means, said guiding means connected to a material to be 
lifted; a connection means therein adapted to connect the shaft with the material to be lifted.

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Preferably, said guiding means comprises a sleeve. 

More preferably, said scaffolding means is adapted to be used in co-operation with the 
construction of a multi-storey building. 

Even more preferably, said construction comprises the use of lifting means such as jacks in 
5 order to lift and otherwise move concrete slabs abont the workplace. 

Preferably, said shaft spans at least one floor in height. 

Preferably, said material to be lifted is a concrete slab. 

Preferably, said material connection means is repositionable.
